Senator Flint presented an invitation 
from former Senator S. C. Smith to 
visit the laying of the cornerstone of 
tho polytechnic school at San Luis 
Obisr-o next. Saturday. 


DSjzgs introduced a resolution provid- 


ing for tho appropriation of $160,000 
for an exhibit by tho Sacramento val- 
loy Association at the worlds' fair at 
St. Lous.

It ia believed that it is the intent of 


a concurrent resolution offered in the 
senate today by Lukena granting the 
governor a longer leave of absence 
from the state than the sixty days pro- 
vided by law, to enable Governor Par- 
dee to visit the St. Louia Purchase ex- 
position in the interest of the state. 


Assembly—It was necessarv to report

SEASON IS CHANGED 


Game Bid is Passed by the State 


Legislature 


It took most o( Thursday morning 


for the slate legislature to pass Grove 
Johnson's game bill, somewhat amend- 
ed in committee, but substantially the 
same measure. 


The progress of the bill was lollowed 
v numbers of telegrams from interested 


sportsmen all over the state, and a 
general squabble was necessary 
before 


the measure finally was put through. 
General opinion here has been in favor 
of most of the changes that arc made 
by tho new bill. The dnck and quail 
season has net ''een lengthened at all, 
but it baa been set forward 
fifteen 


days, open!ne the middle of October 
and closing February 15. Kail, curlew, 
ibis and plover are included in the 
same category as the ducks. 


On mountain quail tho season will 


open September 1 and close February 
15. 


The new dove season will be a long 


one, lor it is to open July 1 and close 
tne middle of February. 
This is at 


least fifteen days too early in this sec- 
tion, but the concession was neecssary 
in order to satisfy legislators from 
Grass 
Valley 
and other 
northern 


mountain points, where the doves have 
all passed by the date of the present 
law's opening, August 1. 


The now deer law was fought bitterly 


by many, who thought it too long. The 
present open season is extended forty- 
five days, so that the law opens July 
15 and closes November 1. This, too, 
was a concession to the various in- 
terests. 


In jiiFtification of the long seasons 


on doves and deer, the legislators urge 
that the supervisors have power to 
limit tho season as may seem advisable 
for their paritcular counties, but lo- 
cally this is hardly likely to be. done. 
It caiiK'-s too much conflict and too 
much misunderstanding to be alto- 
gether satisfactory. 
No change was 


made in the bag limit or "no sale" 


iiusef, which stand good with tke 


rest of the now law. Taken all in all, 
the new measure appears to be in some 
respect? an improvement on the exist- 
ing game law. The changes in the 
quail and duck season will be popular, 
and many will like the earlier dove 


law, 
ihi'tigh it means a gieat many 


younn birds) will bo 
killed. This, 


however, in bard to avoid. Even when 
the M'.'ison opens as it did last year, 
there is n percentage of young birds in 
the bavis. 
It has been customary in
